Edwin E. WlUis, D-La., 
chainnan of the parent com- 
mittee, said Sept. 12 when he 
announced the special panel it 
would also investigate the role 
of the National ly^Hlzation 
Committee to End the War in 
Vietnam and the Youth Interna- 
tiwial Party, or Yippies.
